" 12 . Advance from the Fund . A temporary ad 
Vance consisting of a sum of whole rupees and not

such grant and the amount advanced will be expend

" ( 13 ) The following are deemed to be good and 
sufficient reasons for the grant of advances, 
(a ) to pay the expenses in connection with the ill

wherс necessary , the travelling expenses of the 
subscriber or any person actually dependent on 
him in the following cases, namely :

course beyond the High School stage ; and 
( ii) for any medical, engineering or other toch 

nical or specialised course in India beyond 
the High School stage , provided that the 
course of study is for not less than three 

years ; 
( c ) 10 pay obligatory expenses on a scale appro 

priate to the status which by customary usage 
the subscriber has to incur in connection with 
marriages or other ceremonies of himself or of 
his children or of any other person actually de 
pendent on him ; 

Provided that the condition of actual de 
pendence shall not apply in the case of a son 
or daughter of the subscriber : 

Provided further that the condition of actual 
dependence shall not apply in the case of an 
advance required to meet the funeral expenses 

of the parent of a subscriber ; 
( d ) to meet the cost of legal proceedings instituted 

by the subscriber for vindicating his position in 
regard to any allegations made against him in 
respect of any act done or purporting to be 
done by him in the discharge of his official 
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duty , the advance in this case bcing available 
in addition to any advance admissible for the 
same purpose from any other source in the 
Corporation : 

Provided that the advance under this sub 
clause shall not be admissible to al subscriber 
who institutes legal proceedings in any court 
of law either in respect of any matter uncon 
nected with his official duty or against the Cor 
poration in respect of any condition of service 

or penalty imposed on hin ; 
( e ) to meet the cost of his defence where the subs 

criber is prosecuted by the Corporation in any 
court of law or where the subscriber engages a 
legal practitioner to defend himself in an on 
quiry in respect of any alleged official miscon 

duct on his part; 
( l ) to pay the life insurance premia ; 
Note : Advances are not rigidly confined to 

the objects mentioned above but may 
he sanctioned by the Corporation in 
special cases for other reasons no less 

cogent." 
13. For rule 14 , the following rule shall be substituted , 
namely — 
“ 14 (a ) An advance shall 110t, except for special 

reasons, be granted to any subscriber in ex 

cess of the limit drawn in rule 12 . 
NOTE : For the purpose of this rule , pay docs not 

include dearness pay . 
( b ) An advance shall not, except for special 

reasons be granted until repayment of the 
last instalment of any previous advance toge 

ther with interest thereon . 
( c ) The sanctioning authority shall record in 

writing its reasons for granting the advance . 

Provided that if the reason is of a confi 
dential nature it may be communicated to 
the Accounts Officer personally or confiden 

tially ” . 
14 . In sub -rulc ( 2 ) of rule 15 , for the second sentence ,

( c ) meeting the expenses in connection with the 

illness , including where nccessary , the travel 


ling expenses , of the subscriber or any per 

sons actually dependent on him ; 
( 1 ) building or acquiring a suitable house for 

his residence including the cost of the site or 
repaying any outstanding amount on aciount 
of the loan expressly taken for this purpose 
before the dato of receipt of the application 
for withdrawal but not earlier than twelve 
months of that date , or reconstructing, or 
making additions or alterations to a house 

already owned or acquired by a subscriber ; 
( c ) purchasing a house -site or repaying any out 

standing amount on account of loan express 
ly taken for this purpose before the date of 
receipt of the application for the withdrawal 
but not carlici than twelve months of that 

date ; 
( f ) for constructing a house on a site purchased 

utilising the sum withdrawn under clause 

( e ) : 
NOTE 1 . A subscriber who has availed himself of 

an advance under the scheme of the 
Ministry of Works , Housing and Supply 
of the Government of India for the 
grant of advances for house -building 
purpose , or has been allowed any assist 
ance in this regard from any other Gov 
ernment source shall be eligible for thc 
grant of final withdrawal under sub 
clause ( d ) ( e ) or ( f ) for the purposo 
specified therein and also for the pur 
pose of repayment of any loan taken 
under the aforesaid scheme subject to 
the limit specified in the proviso to sub 

rule ( 1 ) of rule 16B . 
NOTE 2 . The actual withdrawal from the Fund 

shall be made only on receipt of an 
authorisation from the Accounts Officer

of five years pay , whichever is less . 

( 2 ) A subscriber who has been permitted to

16A shall satisfy the sanctioning authority 
within a reasonable period as may be specifi 
ed by that authority that the money has been 
utilised for the purpose for which it was 
withdrawn , and if he fails to do so , the whole 
of the sum so withdrawn or so much thercof 
as hay not been applied for the purpose for 
which it was withdrawn shall forthwith be re 
paid by the subscriber in one lump sum toge 
ther with interest thereon at the rate deter 
mined under rule 11 and in default of such 
re -payment, it shall be ordered to be recover 
ed from his emoluments either in a lump sum 
or in such number of monthly instalments as 
may be determined by the Corporation ,

the Fund shall, subject to any deduction 

under rule 19 , become payable to hini : 
Provided that it subscriber , who has been dismissed 
from the service and is subsequently reinstated in the 
service , shall if required to do so by the Corporation , re 
pay any amount paid to him from the Fund in pursuance 
of this rule , with interest thereon at the rate provided in 
rule 11 and in the manner provided in the proviso to 
clause ( b ) of suh -rule ( 2 ) . The amount so repaid shall 
be credited to his account in the Fund , the part which 
represents his subscriptions and interest thereon , and the 
part which represents the Corporation s contribution 
with butcrest thereon , heing accounted for in the manner 
provided in rule 6 . 

Explanation I. A subscriber who is granted refused 
terminal ledve shall be deemed to have quit the service 
from the date of compulsory retirement or on the expiry 
of an extension of service . 

Explanation II. A subscriber , other than one who is 
appointed on contract or One who has retired from ser 
vice and is subsequently re -enployed , with or without 2 
break in service, shall not be deemed to quit the service , 
when he is transferred without any break in service to a 
new post in another Department of the Corporation ( in 
which he is governed by another set of Provident Fund 
Rules ) and without retaining any connection with his 
former post.

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause ( e ) of 
sub - section ( 2 ) of Section 60 of the Damodar Valley 
Corporation Act, 1948 (being Act No . XIV of 1948 ) , 
the Damodar Valley Corporation , with the previous sanc 
tion of the Central Government, herehy makes the fol 
lowing Regulations, namoly : 
( 1 ) These Regulations may be called the Damodar 

Valley Fishery Regulations, 1966 . 
( 2 ) These Regulations extend to all waters under 

the control of the Corporation , - 
2. In these Regulations 
( a ) Competent authority means the Fishery Offi 

cer employed by the Corporation or any other 
officer authorised by the Corporation for the 
grant of a licence or lease under these Regula 

tions; 
(b ) Corporation means the Damodar Valley Cor 

poration ; 
Waters under the control of the Corporation 
include waters in all the Dams, reservoirs, tanks 
and river stretches , barrages and canals owned , 
controlled or maintained as the case may be hy 

the Corporation , 
3 . No person shall take out any fish from any water 
under the control of the Corporation except under and 
in accordance with a licence or lease granted by the 
Competent Authority under these Regulations. 

4 . On an application made to him by any person for 
the grant of a licence for taking out fish from any waters 
under the control of the Corporation , the Competent 
Authority , if he is satisfied that the application should 
he granted , may grant a licence . 

( 2 ) The Competent Authority may also grant a lease 
to any person on application or otherwise to take out 
fish from any waters under the control of the Corpora
